Tbo Election in Washington—First Fruits .of 


Negro Stiflragje—Serious Riot—Hadical Ne. 
sroca oa tbe Rampage—Intense Excite- 
ment—Extensive Colonization 
of Illegal 


Voters. 
The election In Washington to-day for Collector, 


Register, Surveyor and members of the dry councils, 
lias not been a stupid, uneventful affair, like most for- 
mer elections in this town. It Has been rendered In- 
teresting by a disturbance, almost a riot, In -which 
ths new American citizens or African descent by all 
accounts appear to have been the prime movers and 
offenders. Sambo, this time, cannot complain that 
he has been persecuted, outraged and trampled upon 
by the whites, unless, indeed, he complains of the 
radical police force, -which was obliged to demon- 
strate 
that 
there 
was 
a 
trifling 
vestige 


of 
law 
left 
in 
this 
town, 
and 
that 


Samoo, as well as his white equals, must bow to the 
majesty ot that legal remnant, which found its 
champions to-day In Major Eiehards and his mounted 
assistants. Indeed, the disturbance seems to have 
grown out of a demonstration by Sambo upon 
Sambo, which perhaps explains tne mighty zeal ex- 
hibited by Mayor Bowen's police. A conservative 
darkey, named Charles Stnart, who had acted prior 
to election day as one. of the leaders of the ''Colored 
Citizens party," a sort of black democracy, chose to 
attempt to vote for the anti-radical tietet. Tlie dark 
radicals had threatened that they would permit none 
^ftaeirraoetovote forthe democraticticKet. TSsy 
had'given warning that they intended to E'Uci," "skin 
alive," and "shoot" any black son of a female dog 
•who would presume to Tote for a democratic candi- 
date. They had held meetings for days preceding, 
and in their clnbs and leagnes had agreed to do these 
terrible ttungs; ana, further, to socially ostracise 
Iraeh conservative darsies as might escape condign 
punishment during the election. This was not merely 
the sentiment of the Sower or more debased class; 
It found advocates among the high toned, relieions 
aarkies, who argued that any nigger who would go 
back on tne party which put the ballot tnto their 
hands should be killed. The white radical dema- 
gogues who ride Into power In this city on 
the shoulders of the negroes, encouraged this 
leeling instead of discountenancing it. Vigilance 
committees were organized to look after such 
negroes as attempted to vote what was known as 
the "Citizens' ticket," or who failed to Tote the 
straight radical ticket. At all the voting precincts 
these men Sept a sharp lookout, giving attention 
only to the voters of their own race. Whenever a 
negro was found voting the "Citizens' ticket" it was 
taken from him and a radical ticket placed In liis 
bauds instead. If he showed any Indisposition to 
go the whole Bgure he was immediately taken out of 
the line and "mashed in the head." This seemed 
to be taken as a matter of course, and the victlma 
of 
the 
political Intolerance made little resis- 


tance. 
It was only when 
some big nigger, 


some leader of 
the 
race, 
went 
back 
on 


them, as they alleged, that a general demonstration 
•was made; but toe most formidable attack was that 
upon a prominent darkey named Stnart. 
Lost 


year it seems that Stuart was a violent radical, 
And It is alleged that he has made seme money out of 


• contracts awarded him by the radical city corpora- 
tion for paving streets. This year he avowed him- 
self a conservative, and his fellow citizens of African: 
descent threatened that ho should not be allowed *rS 
vote the "Citizens' ticket." He lives In the Second 
ward, and made his appearance there this aflernosa 
near one of the polling places. The negroes, learn- 
. Ing of his whereabouts, went after him. He had taken 
refuge In the store of a white citizen who was on 
the Citizens' ticket for councilman. 
The negroes 


gathered in great numbers around the house and set 
"up such a fiendish howl that the family of Mr. Given 
became alarmed and left the house. Stuart, who Is 
a large, powerful mulatto, did not show any signs of 
fear, but on the advice of Mr. Given fled to tue back 
buildings of the house and secreted himself In a 
woodshed. The crowd kept up their howling and 
called upon Given to "bring out the damned 
traitor," "hang the black scoundrel," and similar 
expressions. By this time the police force stationed 
at me various precincts bad arrived, ana made an 
effort to disperse the crowd. 
This was in vain. 


Mnjor Richards, Chief of Police, who was present, 
pushed his way through the crowd of Infuriated 
negroes to the door of the store, and Stuart made 
liis appearance. The crowd made a simultaneous 
rush for the door, but tlio police, who by this time 
Had got near tbe door, kept them back. Major Rich- 
ards asked Stuart if he wanted to come out. He re- 
plied that he did and that he wanted to vote also. 
The Chief of Police said he should do both and that 
lie would protect him against the mob with his 
whole force. The policemen now made an eflort to 
Olive the crowd back, but it was of little avail. 
Major Richards ordered the mounted police to ride 
In among the mob and drive them back. The police 
obeyed the order and used their clubs quite freely 
upon the heads of the blacks. At last Stuart was 
brought out ol the house, and, guarded by a 
cordon of 
police, marched off towards the 


voting 
place, 
about 
two 
blocks 
distant. 


The mob hooted 
and 
howled at Stuart and 


the police all the way to the polling place. Wheu 


• that was reached a fresh attempt was made to take 


Stuart from the police. The negroes, who had now 
gaihered In great numbers, behaved like perfect 
demons. Tho police, however, kept them com- 
paratively In check until Stuart cost his vote, which 
ho did for the "citizens' ticket." Tho police then 
started off with him to protect him from the fnry ol 
the ruob. They haa proceeded but a short distance 
•when the ncitroes commenced to throw stones 
at 
tiio police, demanding 
them 
meanwhile 


to 
surrender Stuart. 
Tho mounted 
ofllcers 


lode back upon the crowd and warned them of 
the consequences of such conduct. Tho negroes 
only became more infuriated and paid no attention 
to tha expostulations ot the oilleere. The stonei 
flew thicker and faster among tlio policemen, and 
several were struck, though not seriously Injured. 
IL now became manifest that vigorous measures must 
l»c resorted to, otherwise the police, who were far in 
t;io minority, would bo overpowered. The police 
drew their revolvers and flred a volley into the 
crowd. They flred, however, too high, and nobody 
\v«s bailiy hurt. This seemed to good the mob to 
absolute mad uess. They rushed upon the police like 
savages, hurling stones indiscriminately. The ponce 
thereupon discharged several volleys In succession, 
this time with some effect. Ono man was shot through 
the head and several were wounded. Tne police 
force suffered considerably also. 
Major nichards 


was struck over the head and upon the shoulder ana 
sustained painful but not dangerous wounds. A 
policeman who was supposed to have flred a shot 
that took effect upon one of the colored rioters WHS 
get upon by three or lour hundred of tno crowd, 
He put spurs to his horse ana rorte away at rapid 
speed, pursued by a crowd of yelling negroes, who 
pelted him with atones and bricks thick as ram 
drops almost. 
I)y the swiftness of his horse

and hallways of houses along 
K street, 
to 


avoid tlie shots and atones flying about so freely. It 
is a miracle, really, that after all so little damage 
was sustained. Men, women and children were to 
the streets, on the stoops and In the windows, look- 
ing on as usual at the scenes of danger. The shots 
flred by the police struck many of the windows ana 
house doors along tne street, but as good Providence 
would have It none of the innocent spectators were 
injured. The police perhaps had something to do 
with this, for from the results it is hardly likely that 
they tried to do much injury to the crowd. 


In the meantime a policeman had started off with 


Stuart and managed to get him so far out of the way 
that he succeeded la secreting 
himself. The 


mol> broke into detachments of several hundred 
each, and set about to scour the neighborhood for 
Stnart. Every alley and corner for squares aronnd 
was visited, the negroes threatening vengeance upon 
any one who attempted to conceal him. 


Mayor Bowen arrived upon the scene of action 


during the melfe, and exhorted the negroes to de- 
sist. His presence, however, seemed rather to en- 
courage them in their lawnessness. 
"Here's our 


Mayor," they shouted; "now let ns kill the d—d 
son of a b—h who ran Stnart off," referring to the 
police officer. 
Major Richards 
urged 
Mayor 


Bowen to request 
the naval authorities to 


order 
out 
the 
marines, 
but 
the 
Mayor 


declined 
and 
shortly 
after 
went 
away. 


Tue disturbance gradually subsided, but the police 
did not succeed in arresting the ringleaders, and 
only a few were taken in custody. The hunt lor 
Stuart was kept up to a late hour, tie crowd threat- 
ening to kill him arfd to burn his house. Stuart be- 
came satisfied that his life was in. peril ana left at 
the earliest moment (or Baltimore. Tne ne"groes~say 
that if he undertakes to return here he wlU be killed. 


Later in the day, a short time before the closing or 


the polls, another disturbance occurred, but not of 
such a serious character as that earlier m the day. 
It took place in tne Seventh ward, in F street south, 
near Seventh street. A colored man named Hooper, 
who voted the democratic ticket last year, made Ms 
appearance in Seventh street, wending his way to the 
polling place- Immediately a crowd of darkies rushed 
for him, shouting, "Kill the son of a b—!" shoot 
him:" "Hanghim !" "Break his neck," &c. Hooper 
seeing danger ahead began a rapid movement 
towards the police. Tbe latter hallooed to the 
crowd to keep back and not molest the man. The 
crowd, however, was deaf to such advice, and con- 
tinued to rush towards their intended victim. The 
police thereupon drew themselves up across the 
street and displayed their revolvers. The crowd, 
not dismayeu, continued to press forward. The 
word was therefore given and the police flred. 
but took aim 
over 
the heads of the mob. 


The moment the pistols were discharged the mob 
turned and rushed away. The police then, took 
charge ol Hooper, conducted him to the polls and 
enabled him to vote. The names of the wounded 
police officers are Boreman, King and Brecahan. The 
names of tne negroes wounded, with the exception of 
tne man Satin, witf IS sufpoaea to be mortally 
wounded, (jguld not be ascertained, as their friends 
wok them away. 


To-night the city 13 in a blaze from bonfires burn- 
ng in every ward. Crowds of darkies at every con- 
venient spot have piled barrels upon barrels, and, 
laving set fire to them, are dancing about them, 
howling triumphantly. 


The negroea adopted the same strategy to-day a^a 


year ago in Betting to the polia brlsrhc and early. 
Hundreds of them, supplied with their overcoats 
and huge sticks, crowded about 
the 
diffe- 


rent polling places 
at 
four 
o'clock in the 


morning, and there remained sitting or stretched 
on the stoops or sidewalks, rolled up in their great 
coats, waiting for the moment when the voting 
should commence. Among these anxious voters 
were many who, according to democratic state- 
ments, were not legal citizens at all, but mere colo- 
nizers imported from various places outside the 
city, some of them having come a distance of 
twenty miles. It is eald that not less than 1,200 
illegal colored voters were thus procured to render 
the success of the radical ticket doubly sure. It was 
amusing to see some of trie darkies, who had re- 
mained up all night, toddle away triumphantly 
after depositing their votes, carrying their over- 
coat* and sticks with them perhaps to the nearest 
grocery where ram coald be procured surrep- 
titiously. 


Tne republicans elect their entire city ticket, in- 


cluding the Collector, Register and Surveyor, by a 
large majority, probably over 3,ooo. Nine colored 
men are elected, namely, the Register, one Alder- 
man and seven members of the Common Council. 
Negroes at tbe Theatre—Trouble Anticipated. 


Trouble was anticipated to-night at the National 


theatre, on account of the negro, also. It was feared 
some colored people would endeavor to force ad- 
mission to the orchestra and dress circle, but 
nothing of tue kind occurred, and the performance 
went off quietly. 
Tho Macon Post Office—A Disappointed Afri- 


can—Tamer, tbe Colored Appointee* to be 
Superseded—The Macon Collcctorship. 
Samuel F. Gove and George Edwards, members of 


Congress elect, but kept out in tlie cold, from Geor- 
gia, accompanied by Judge C. B. Cole, of the 
Superior Court of Macon, in that State, made up 
another delegation that waited upon President Grant 
to-day in relation to the case of Turner, the colored 
man recently appointed to succeed Mr. Washington 
as Postmaster of Macon. They went to the President 
to protest against Turner's appointment, and Judge 
Colo acted as spokesman or the delegation. He told 
the President that he expressed the feeling or all the 
white republicans of the city of Macon, which, he 
aald, was the second In commercial Importance in 
the State of Georgia, when he declared that 
Turner's appointment was not only distasteful to tne 
people of that place, but that It would actually nave 
the effect of ruining their business. No decent 
white republican would tolerate such a man as 
Turner In official position in Macon. "!f," said 
Cole, 
"it 
be true 
that you, Mr. President, 


have appointed this man Turner to be Postmaster or 
Macon as a rebuke for the outrages and disorders 
that have occurred In that State, you have selected 
the wrong place for punishment. There has not been 
any outrage or disorder in that district, and it seems 
extremely unjust that one place should be punished 
for the sins of another." Judge Cole went on to ex- 
plain that Turner was such an offensive character 
tnat his appointment 
would 
have the 
effect 


of driving all decent white 
republicans from 


Macon. President Grant beard the Judge to the 
close of his remarks with the utmost attention and 
respect, and then said that since the appointment 
had been made lie had reviewed the whole case, re- 
flected upon the charges that had been inadeacatast 
Turner, duly weighed the reasons urged by the white 
republicans or Macon against Turner's appointment, 
and had finally come to the conclusion that a change 
should bo made, lie had already Informed Post- 
master General Crcswcll that Turner's appointment 
ought to be revoked, and, in fact, steps had already 
been taKcn to notify Mr. Turner that he need not 
strive any further to obtain bonds, as his ser- 
vices would not oc needed as Postmaster of 
Macon. 
Tho delegation on hearing this wero 


greatly 
rejoiced, 
and, after 
thanking 
the 


President for his consideration and timely action, 
left the White House in the highest spirits. It ap- 
pears that Turner, after receiving his appointment, 
endeavored In vain to obtain the requisite bonds for 
tho discharge of his duties as Postmaster. Nobody 
in Macou would go security for him, and he was 
obliged to look elsewhere, with no better success. 
So poor Turner, the aspiring gentleman of color, 
will have to abandon his hunt for federal patronage 
In Macon and return again to tho avocation of 
preacher, which ho would have abandoned for a 
post omen. 


Apropos of Macon, I am informed that since ray

Scott got his ap- 
pointment, but StrobecKer could not keep the col- 
lector to his word In regard to tho patronage. 
CreaswcU waa go demoralized by my expytf of tbe 


bargain that he immediately telegraphed to Scott to 
throw up big position and come on to Washington.

of double diplomatic mission to South America, in- 
cluding Paraguay and Uruguay, with his headquar- 
ters at Monteviedo. The salaries of the joint mis- 
sion would amount to $12,000 per year in gold. 
But General Cochrane thanked the President and 
begged leave to decline.

Treasurer Spinner received a despatch tills morn- 


ing from Santa FJ, New Mexico, announcing that 
the United States depository in that city was broken 
open last night and robbed. The loss is not yet 
ascertalaefl. L. J. Collins, a depositor, was found 
dead, shot through the heart. The government 
officials had possession of tiie bnildmg and such 
funds as remained, and would at once proceed to 
ascertain the exact condition of affairs. The last 
statement from this bank (made on the 22d of May 
last) sliows that there was then to the credit 01 the 
United States about $470,000. Since, taen, however, 
large amounts have been drawn, and as the tele- 
cram mentions that funds yet remain, it is Impossi- 
ble to learn just now what the loss is to the govern- 
ment. Sewnrd'a Telegram Bill Unpaid. 


It seems that the report of tne payment of $60,000 


by the State Department for telegrams was erro- 
neous. That sum of money was appropriated by 
Congress for the expenses of sending messages by 
the cable, but not a dollar of it has yet been used.

Stamping Cigars Ulannfactnred in a State 


Penitentiary. 


Commissioner Delano has written tee following 


letter to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue BE 
Lancaster, Pa.:—.

B:—I hare received your letter of the Sato, ult., enclosing 


a sample of ths stamps issued by tbe warden of the Western 
'enitentiary of Pennsylvania to be affixed 
to boies 


>f cigars made la said penitentiary, instead of United 
States internal revenue stamps, and asking to be informed 
under what authority the stamps are issued, and what course 
you are to pursue should cigars thna stamped be found 
a your district. In repjr, 1 have to say that this stomp 
or semblance of an internal revenue cigar stamp is issued 
without 
the 
slightest 
authority 
or 
warrant of law, 
f not In direct violation of law. 
Section sixty-nine of the 
act of July 20, 1868, declares that Commissioners of 
internal Revenue shall cause to be prepared suitable ana 
special revenue stamps for the payment of the tax on tobacco 
Lnd snuff, and section eighty-seven required him to cause 
_ike stamps to be prepare:! for the payment of the tax on ci- 
gars. Tlicas stamps are to be ailixed and cancelled before 
any tobacco, snuff or cigars can legally be removed from tha 
manufactory or place where they are made. The absence of 
proper revenue stamps on anv box of cigars sold or offered 
for sale is made notice to all persons that the tax has not 
Deen 
paid 
thereon, 
and such cigars are declared to 


be forfeited. 
The 
proper 
revenue stamps 
are 
those 
and 
only 
those 
authorized 
by 
the 
sections 
of 
asv I liave quoted, and prepared and issued under the order 
of tbe Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
All others are 
either false, fraudulent and counterfeit, or mere semblances 
of stamps issued without authority of law, and not to be re- 
cognized by any Internal revenue officer as all ording protec- 
tion or giving currency to cigars removed from the manu- 
factory or place where they are made, or oiferert for sale 
without the proper stamps. The government of the United 
States will n ot recognize the right of any body, corporate or 
politic, whether city, county or State to interoose in behalf 
of goods manufactured in prisons and penitentiaries under 
cover 
of 
a false stamp, 
or 
tlie 
semblance 
of 
a 
government 
revenue 
stamp, 
and 
authorize 
tho 
removals 
and 
sales of goods 
mu.niifactnrod 
without 
stamps 
and 
without 
tho 
payment of tho tax which 
Congress has imposed. 
You arc, therefore, instructed to 
treat all clfiars which may be found In your district bearing 
only nuch a stamp as you enclose, or not bavine affixed and 
cancelled a proper internal revenue stamp as liable to for- 
feiture under section ninety, of the act of July 2U, 1&68; and 
the person selling or offering cigars so stamped is liable to 
the lines and penalty imposed by section eighty-nine of the 
act of July 20, 1868. And further, you are authorized and 
instructed to seize all cigars so stamped which may be found 
in yoor district, and institute the proper proceedings to have 
them condemned aud sold as provided' by law.

Ou the question as to whether tobacco and cigars 


which have been forfeited to the United States and 
sold by the United States marshal on final process, 
are subject to tax or not, the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue writes to tho United States Attorney at 
Boston— 


That In his opinion, in the absence of any provision 


of law requiring tobacco, snuff or cigars, forfeited 
to the United states and sold by order or the court 
or under process of distrain to be sold subject to 
tax, all sucli goods must be sold free of tax; that is 
to say, if tho government offers for sale tobacco, 
snuir or cigars winch are liable to be stamped, but 
which at the time of sale bave no such stamps 
atllxed, then it becomes the duty of the government, 
and not of tlie purchaser of the goods, to ainx the 
stamps. II the gouds are not liable to stamps at 
the time of sale, but may become liable m some fu- 
ture time, as In the case of plug tobacco, which will 
have to be stamped on and after July 1, before being 
solil "orolfercU for sale, tUcu the goods are sold sub- 
ject to that contingency, and the purchaser hav- 
ing i!ie goods on hand on aud after that date 
wuul-i ije required to alllx stamps before selling or 
offering tne goods for stile. All smoking tobacco, 
line cut ciiewm^ uiid snuff and all cigars in the 
hands of dealers or oilier persons must now be 
stamped before they can be delivered to a purchaser. 
Aa the law bus provided no means for furnishing 
United States marshals with stamps to be ftttixcd to 
tobacco, ic., whlcli lie sells by order of the c"onrt, 
the marshal must place upon tne goods Uc sells hia 
brand, aud give the purchaser a certificate scttmg 
forth tlie circumstanced of the sale, with the descrip- 
tion ol the kind ami quality or goods, ami such other 
faei a as will enable tlie purchaser to identify tli': goods 
II tney stlnuld ever alter be called lu queyuou for 
want of proper stumps or any other inloruiaiity m 
packaged, labels, caution notices, Ac. .

This company la aware that Congress has asserted and

SIR—I have considered the question on which you ask mv 
egal oploion. have given it a careful examination and am 
now prepared to elate the conclusions to which I hare ar- 
rived. 


That question ia "whether, if the Wew Tori, Newfoundland 


and London Telegraph Company should undertake (without 
authority of Congrc-as—althoogh the State of Maine has given 
ts assent thereto) to lay its lines of cable westerly from the 
sbores of Newfoundland, and to land the =ame upon the 
shores of the L'nited States, or to connect its cables with 
those oi any other company chartered by one of the Stntea of 
the united btatea, it would, under the constitution and laws 
of the United States, have a right to do ao ?»' 
In. the final place, i can nave no doubt that any act of con- 
cession or charter by any foreign nation can give no rights to 
a company to exercise any franchise within the territory of 
Lhe United States. This territory extends, by tbe law of oa- 
tions, for the purposes of sovereignty and jurisdiction, to at 
least the distance of a marine league from its shores. The 
government of Great Britain may eraate a corporation and 
confer upon it snch powers and privileges within the British 
dominions aa It may see fit. and may authorize it to do any 
acts upon the high seas which are lawful under the law of 
nations and do not conflict with the rights of other Powers, 
ibeir citizens or subjects, to the equal and common enjoy- 
ment and use of the great highway of nations, and may pro- 
tect ft in the performance of them. But any attempted grant 
of riehts and privileges within the territorial jurisdiction of 
the United States by a foreign power would be an encroach- 
ment upon the sovereignty of this country, utterly invalid to 
create any right in or afford any protection to the parties ac- 
cepting the grant. No righ:, therefore, within tbe "United 
States could accrue to the New York, Newfoundland and 
London Telegraph Company in the case you suppose by vir- 
tue of the charter granted by British authority. The other • 
branch of your inquiry concerns the distribution of powers 
between the national government and the several States of 
toe Union under the constitution of the United States. By 
tbe eighth section of the first article of the constitution of the 
United States ft is provided that the Congress shaUbavo 
power "to regulate commerce with- foreign nations and 
among t&s several States." By the first clause of the second 
Beetion of the tfilfd article of the constitution it is declared 
that tfie judicial power of the United States shall extend **to 
a'l cases of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction." The -ad- 
miralty and maritime jurisdiction thus conferred has always 
been held to be eiclaslve In the national tribunals. (Martin 
TS. Hunter, 1 Wheat, p. 337; Slocum. vs. Mayberry, 2 Wheat,

tries can properly be held to be included within the power to 
regulate commerce, or tbe laying a telegraphic cable upon the 
shores Of the sea between high and low water raarfe to be a 
subject of maritime jurisdiction, H must follow that the pow- 
er of Congress to regnlate and control the aame ia snpreme. 
It -was said by Chief Justice Marshall, In delivering the opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court of the United States, in Gibbons vs. 
Ogden, 9.Wheat, p. 189, that "Commerce undoubtedly is 
traffic; Irutlt is something more—it is intercourse. It de- 
scribes the commercial intercourse between nations and parts 
cf nations in all its branches, and ts regulated by prescribing 
roles for carrying on thai intercourse, and on paae 193 that 
"It has been universally admitted that the words of the 
constitution comprehended every species of commercial 
intercourse 
between

eign nations." 
The power to 
regulate includes the

prohibit

each cases as the 
public 
Interest may require, as in seen in the case of an embargo. 
Telegraphic communication la a new means of commercial 
intercourse which the discoveries of modern science hav« 
supplied. Being, however, an instrument of commerce, and 
& most efficient instrument of commercial Intercourse, the 
fact that it is a new one does not, in my judgment, prevent 
the application to It of the'constitutional provision. I am of 
tbe opinion that the control of telegraphic communication 
with foreign nations, BO far at it IB exercised by means of 
cables leading from the shores of the United States, is within 
tbe constitutional authority of Congress—to permit, regulate 
or-prohibit, In such cases and under such circumstances, 
as 
thef r 
judgment 
shall 
direct; and that 
conse- 
quently there can be no security for such enterprises while 
no authority or protection for them haa been derived 
from the acts of Congress. In other words, that the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States government to regulate commerce 
•with, foreign nations* including every kind or commercial In- 
tercourse, 18 complete and supreme; that it can belexerctsed 
and asserted whenever and in such manner as Congress shall 
think fit, and that no action of the government of any expotre 
State of the Union can confer any rights upon any person or 
corporation to carry on intercourse wltti foreign nations by 
a telegraphic cable, which will afford any permanent secu- 
rity for their value or their continuous enjoyment, unless the 
previous assent of Congress has been obtained. The separate 
States may grant the enjoyment of their own rights of soil 
nod. otprlvliegea within their control, but they cannot grant 
rights which 
interfere with or 
limit tho exercises 
of

authority

the national legislature, BO 
far • as that iratbnrity Is derived from tho constitution 
of tbo United States. Although not yet the subject of jxidi- 
cial determination this constitutional power has been repeat- 
edly asserted And exercised by Congress. Thus, on the 3d of 
March, I8S7, Congress pasand an act entitled "An act to ex- 
pedite telegraphic communication for tbeuaa of the govern- 
ment in Us foreign Intercourse," HAsumlng Uje right to con- 
trol this intercourse. On the 6th of May. 1866, Congress 
passed »n act entitled "An act to cenver telegraphic com- 
munication between the United States and the inland of Cuba 
and* other West India islands ana the Bahamas," by which 
the sole eicluslve privilege Wfis granted to the Ocean Tele- 
Crapblc Company, ^'fcr a period of fourteen years, to con- 
struct, land 
and 
operate 
telegraphic 
cables 
from 
the 
shores 
of 
Florida," 
thereby 
assuming 
»tho 


exclusive control 
of 
this subject 
over tbe 
entire 
Florida coast. On the 24th 
of 
July. I860, 
Congress 
passed an act entitled "An act to aid In the construction of 
telegraph lines, and to secure the government the use of tbe 
same, for postal, military and other purposes." By this act 
*ny telegraph company, organized undorthe laws of any 
State in the Union, may upon certain conditions, construct 
lines over any portion ot the public domain, or across the 
navigable streams or waters of the United States; but no au- 
thority whatever is granted to connect with cables 'coming 
from a- foreign country. By the act of inarch 30,1867, Con- 
gress granted to the American Atlantic Cable Telegraph Com' 
psny of New York th« right (after the company bad acquired 
the necessary land therefor) to lay and operate a cable or 
cables On the Atlantic coaat of the United Siotca ("except tbo 
co^st of Florida") for the period of twenty-yearn. Including 
the right to lay and operate such cable within any bay*, har- 
bors or waters of the L'nlted States upon the Atlantic coaat, 
except the coast of Florida, 


In addition to these instances of legislation several bills and 
resolutions havo been reported, after tlie most full and care- 
ful discussion, by the Committee on Foreign Relations of the 
Senate, InctU'llnu so tne of our eminent lawyers and states- 
men, which distinctly recognize tho doctrines above set forth. 
But, aside from tho question of the power oC Congress to 


regulate commerce, I can havo no doubt that the connection

if thia country with a foreign nation by mc&na or a tele- 
graphic cable ia a means of Ballonn.1 communication BO vltaJ 
ana Important, both In peace and In war, to the national In- 
terests, and under some circumstances, possibly, even to tho 
national existence, that it Is in its own nature a, subject for 
national control which it would be Impossible for tbe govern- 
ment or people of tho United Suites to allow to exiat under 
tho'fiCpiiratu control of a single Stntsj, or to depend upon tho 
arrangements m;i.dc by one of the States with a foreign 
Power, its citizens or subjects, noting cither in a private or 
corporate cjip.iclty. Tlicie statements seem to me to contain 
u suIUctcut uuv.ver to the question which you have submitted.

I.ane, ol Indiana, the following regulations will, 
until fartri(?r directions, cuntrol the action or the 
said commission, and of the llureau of Indian Affairs 
m matterd coming under their joint supervision:—

Fourth.- Tli«y are Authorized to bo present In person or by 
•ub-coinmitteo nt tbo purchases of goods lur Indian pur- 
l>uees and Inspect tho saM pui'diauea, advlalu^ wllU the Com- 
iiuBsicmer of Indian Affairs In regard thereto. 


Fifth.—Wherever they shall deem It necessary or advisable 
that tbe Inatructlona of the suporlntemlenlH or agents bo 
changed or modified, thfy will communicate sucn advlco 
through tha ollleo of tbe Commissioner of Indian Affair.* to 
tlie Secretary of the Interior, and In like manner their ad 
vlcu ad to changes in tho mude» of imrcha*ia^ goods or con 
ducting the uH'alrs of tho Indian Hureau. Proper complaints 
ARtuntt •upcrlntcndenta or acnnw, or other ofllcers wllL in 
the aame manner be forwarded to the Indian Bureau or JQ« 
jmrtment of tlio Interior for action.

NATIONAL TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION. 


First Day's Session—The Admission of Colored 


Typos and Women to be Considered—The 
Proxy Delegations Discussed, 


ALBANY, Jr. T., Jane 1,1889. 


The National Typographical Union of the United 


States assembled at ten o'clocfc this morning, In their 
seventeenth annual session, In the Assembly Cham- 
ber of the State Capitol. Upwards of 100 delegates 
are in attendance, arid the deliberations of this 
invention are generally anticipated as being the 
most momentous of any which have marted tlie 
history of the organization. The most prominent, 
however, of the questions to be brought before the 
body is the question of the admission to the unions 
if colored persons as members. Thia matter arises 
m the question of the application of Louis H. 
Douglass, eon of Fred Douglass, to be admitted to 
membership of Columbia Typographical Union, No. 
.01, at Washington, D. C. Mr. Clapp, the government 
printer, is generally understood to be "at the bot- 
om" of the whoie matter, he having appointed 
•onnc Douglass to a position as a compositor in the. 
iovernment Printing Department. Columbia Union' 
[eclined to tate any positive action in the premises, 
Mr rather, by negative action, denied the appli- 
ation for the time being by laying the matter over 
or consideration at a subsequent meeting. Pend- 
ing this postponement the National Union is assem- 
led, and the matter can harfily fail to come up here. 
Of course it is a shtewd piece of engineering on the 
part of the government printer to throw whatever 
mus may attach to the recognition or rejection of 
he colored element upon the National Union. 
There is a feeling, however, in favor of Ignoring 


;he question entirely, while, other delegates incline 
o tue opinion that the matter should be lets entirely 
:o the jurisdiction of the subordinate unions, to ad- 
mit or reject colored applicants as they deem most 
expedient or appropriate. 


Bat should it be force! upon the consideration of 


the National Union it is bel!ev.,d further that a great 
effort will be made to shirk tne main question, as to 
"color," by mating the issue one of status as a 
craftsman. Young Douglass learned his trade in. 
Rochester. Subsequently he made application Ior 
admission as a member of the Denver (Colorado) 
Union, but that union rejected him on the ground 
that he was what is called in the vernacular ol the 
craft a "rat;"—i. e., he had worKed at a certain estab- 
lishment at .low rates of compensation, where no 
union compositor would have accepted employment. 
Through the correspondence which is maintained 
by the organizations throughout the country this 
fact was learned, and when he applied for admis- 
sion to Columbia Union It is claimed that he pre- 
sented |no "card," and his request was looked upon 
unfavorably, upon the assumption that he was an 
unfair workman, which is considered sufficient rea- 
son for exclusion even in the case of a white man. 
The general impression prevailing IB that if the 
question can be disposed of on this, issue it will be 
to the advantage of the Union to let it take such a 
direction, as, of course, among typos as well as other 
professions in "this republican land of onrs," there 
is a diversity of sentiment ou this "irrepressible" 
subject, and any severe struggle on such a question 
would, it is conceded, in all probability, wort to the 
detriment of the fraternity at large, and perhaps per- 
manently disrupt their present harmonious and 
nourishing condition and unity. 
In any event It is probable that the question when 
brought up will be discussed in secret session. 
The next important topic will be the question 
of the recognition by the the National Union 
of the women's unions. Misses Augusta Lewis 
and Eva P. Howard, of Woman's Union Ho. 1, 
ot New York city, are here, and were on 
the floor at tne opening of the Convention to- 
day. 
They come as accredited delegates and 
asK the privilege of a charter, and of co-ordinate 
representation in this body with the men's unions. 
The sentiment almost, if not quite universally, is In 
favor of their recognition and admission, and there 
is little doubt of their success. The action of Wo- 
men's Union No. 1 during the recent stflfce in New 
York, In declining to take the places vacated by Che 
strikers, has had a powerful innneace in meir be- 
half. 
The Convention will remain In session until Friday 
next, aud the programme for the edification and 
amusement of the delegates, apart irom the parlia- 
mentary debates and proceedings, embrace an ex- 
cursion on the river, a trip to Saratoga, and a grand 
banquet at Stanwix Hall on Wednesday evening. 
The President of the National Dnlon, Mr. Robert 
McKechnle, of New York, as chairman of the Con- 
vention, called the delegates to order. 
The proceedings were opened with prayer by Rev. 
G. C. HEOKMAS, of Albany. 
Mr. FBEOKELTON, President of the Albany Typo- 
graphical Union, then delivered a brief address of 
welcome, on behalf of the Albany Union, to the Na- 
tional Union, and the President responded, assuring 
the Albany cralt ot the heartiest sympathy and 
wishes of the delegates assembled. 
The PRESIDENT men announced that the Conven- 
tion was prepare! for the regular business. 
A DEI.EUATE moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee on credentials, upon which some discussion 
arose aa to the question of the appointment of the 
committee by the Convention or by tne Chair. A 
majority of the delegates expressed themselves In 
favor of adhering to the old rule of appointments by 
the President, and upon the question being submit- 
ted to tne vote of the house it was so carried. 
The PRESIDENT then appointed the following 
named delegates on tho committee:—Mr. Rogers, of 
Baltimore; Mr. Wnittlngton, ol Alexandria, VB-; Mr. 
Earlicld, of Louisville; Mr. Doughty, of Indianapolis, 
and Mr. FeeuSh; of Albany. 


On motion, a recess of one hour waa then talcen. 
Upon reassembling Mr. WIIITTISUTOS, from the 
Committee on credentials, presented tuoir report on 
the credentials received, recommending their ac- 
ceptance, and submitting a resolution in opposition 
to the system of representation by proxy delegates. 
The sentiment of the resolution was applauded. 
The report also acknowledged the receipt of a 
communication asking recognition from Women's 
Union No. 1, and recommended that the repre- 
sentatives from that Union be admitted to scats ou 
the floor. 
The report of the committee was received and 
adopted. 
On motion Martin Curtis and Andrew Hagan were 
respectively appointed Sergeant-at-Anns and Janitor 
of the Union during Us session. 
A communication from Mayor Charles A. Bleeker, 
President of the Board ot Fire Commissioners, waa 
received and accepted, inviting the Union to visit the 
various engine aud truc£ houses of the department 
during their sojourn in this city. 
A question having arisen as to the regularity ol 
the credentials submitted by a number of the dele- 
gates, a motion was made to reconsider the vote 
adopting the report of the committee. 
A warm discussion ensued, it being contended by 
some ol the delegates that under section one of arti- 
cle live of the cons titutton no delegate was entitled 
to a scat who had been appointed by the Union ho 
claimed to represent Instead or being elected. It 
was claimed to be under this "appointment" prin- 
ciple that those who are delegated aa proxies 
recognition. 
in opposition It waa claimed tnat the Convention 


could not Ignore tha credentials when properly 
signed aud sealed. 
The motion to reconsider was lost. 
A resolution was adopted that a special committee 


of live be elected by this Convention tu i-ximilno ml 
the credentials under wmch proxy representation 
was claimed, with power to send for persons and 
papers. 
The PRESIDENT then delivered liis annual address, 
m the course of which he congratulated tlie Union 
on tne prosperity wmch had uuiried their career 
since the last annual session. There hail been during 
that period nine new local Unions lormcd and two 
revived and re-established. Six strikes had been 
reported during the year to the Executive Commit- 
tee, their locations Doing -New York-, Montreal. i*e\v 
Haven, Indmmipoiia, Toledo, and Trenton, N. J. Be- 
yond a doubt oilier minor strikes had occurred, but 
their existence and results iiiu not reached the com- 
mittee. In almost every instance the strikes had 
terminated favorably to the Unions, thc> having in 
Boron cases gained their full demands and In others a 
cTimpnuiiMO hiul been eil'ected. The New York strike 
cost tlio New York Union about $-U,ooo, $17,000 of tne 
wliole amount being defrayed by the treasury and 
$4,000 by contributions. Tue results generally of ad 
tno 8trUc.es showed that mutual concession waa the 
best governing principle to be adopted, as it waa ou 
sucll basis that most of the strikes had been con- 
cluded. The Montreal strike coat about $1,700, of 
which about $800 waa contributed and the remain- 
ing Bum paid out of the treasury. Tho action of the 
Woman's Union, the President said, had been such 
so far as to commend them to the National Union 
for careful and favorable consideration, and ho felt 
disposed to recommend to the Convention the grant- 
ing of a charter to the Woman's Union. He also 
called attention to the question of representation by 
delegations. Each Union was entitled at present, to 
three delegates, but it was oeueved that this was not 
a proper means ol arriving ut the conclusion as to 
the general wishes and alms of the craft, as It af- 
forded Unlona having ft small numerical mem- 
bership

The Treasurer reported that the receipts for the

To THE EDITOR OP THE HERALD: 


The employment of a negro compositor in tha 


government printing office and the probable oppost- 
aon of the subordinate Union So. 101 of this city to 
his becoming a member of the society ha-i given Use 
to newspaper discussion m different parts ot the 
country and at times elicited observations severely 
reflecting upon the craft generally, one such article, 
purporting to emanate from the Cincinnati Gazette, 
has been widely copied, its evident Intention being 
to carry the matter into the aalla of Congress and 
its primary object without douot to array the domi- 
nant political party against all trades organizations. 
The writer belongs to both societies of the craft in 
this city, and he could not, for good and substantial 
reasons, be persuaded to vote to mate Douglass a 
member of subordinate Union No. 101. 


The privileges ot our craft are not the offspring oJ 


an hour; it has taten many years and ajSjueat many 
severe privations to establish them. Hir one who 
has passed through the labor of securing them will 
even for one moment consent to have them placed in 
:eopardy. I know for a fact that to elevate one 
negro to the privileges of the craft in any part of the 
country, and more especially in Washington, ia to 
admit the element which will destroy its power. 
This view of the case is not without demonstration. 
Where he is now employed In other crafts, such as 
carpenters, plasterers, &c., he is underworking the 
white mechanic; and this will be the case with every 
mechanical business which he will touch. He will 
never wort so well, and he will always wort for less 
than the white mechanic, thus degrading the stan- 
dard ot prices for which we have deservedly labored 
and by superior abilities become entitled to. , 
As the matter stands it is not an opposition to 
Douglass nor to the color of his race, but to the in- 
ferior workmen of his class who will be speedily 
manufactured with which to stocfc the government 
printing office. Already they have begun to school 
them to the trade at the Howard University as soon 
as the buildings were finished, and they will be em- 
ployed by the government, whether they are good 
wortmen or not and.no matter how short their term 
of learning was, solely Because of their color. Is 
this acting upon a just principle? Is it right that 
the white mechanic shall sacrifice his best interests, 
divide his scanty loaf with the negro, while the rich, 
men of the nation, secure in their landed estates and 
bonded property, but continue to grow more rich! 
This, however, is what the government, lu the person 
of Superintendent Clapp, clearly intimates. It Is not 
individual proprietorship,- but national proprietor- 
ship which makes this unjust decree. Certainly the 
printers of the United states would" not object II 
the blacK race choose to nave printing offices ana 
typographical societies ot their own; among them- 
selves certainly they would without objection of any 
kind be permitted to worE as they choose and for 
what they choose. But to be forced among the 
whites and to be made, not so much partakers of the 
privileges we have secured as instruments for the 
destruction of those privileges, is the thing which 
we will ever object to and vote against. 
This letter is not written in the spirit of democra- 
cy—it la written in no political spirit whatever. 
The writer not only voted for Mr. Lincoln rn Chi- 
cago, but acted with his party there—the men who 
were chiefly instrumental to mating him President; 
very well remembering one night in particular, that 
preceding election dar, wherein he stood side by 
side with Normau B. Judd (tue man who nominated 
Mr. Lincoln in the Chicago 
Convention) until 
midnight, constructing the electoral ttctet against 
imitation by the democratic party. 
By business association with and observation ol 
these men, who insured the national position of Mr. 
Lincoln, 1 learned to know the views and mo- 
tives that animated 
him; and- I know that 
Mr. Lincoln was averse to a conjunction—I do not 
mean amalgamation, but a conjunction—either busi- 
ness or social, of the two races. He Illustrated thia 
view when, subsequently, the negroes of the Soutn 
came flodUng Northward through the llnea of the 
army, lie sougnt to domicile tliemin South America, 
and only failed because the nations of that region 
would not accept them aa near neighbors, still 
moved by this desire, very clearly shown while he 
lived. Mr. Lincoln was not unfavorable to tne Amer- 
ican Colonization Society, and the writer knows to* 
a certainty that he really desired the emigration of 
the blactcs to Liberia, m thin regard and to this cer- 
tain extent, at least, meriting the cognomen of 
Moses that the blacks were fond to apply lo him; 
for if he could have done so he would bave led them 
to the laud which promises them more than any 
other—to the free republic or Liberia, on the shores 
of Africa, He knew vety well that white and blacc 
interests would clash to the domain of American la- 
bor, of wbicn, Indeed, the government printing or- 
flce imbroglio furnishes a striking example at th& 
present moment. 
The views entertained by Mr. Lincoln on this sub- 
ject are not now the views of President Grant's- 
party, only because a convenient political use can 
be made of them in this country a tiling never- 
thought of or encouraged by Mr. Lincoln, If they 
could be so used without treating them In a defe- 
rential way—without giving them place and emolu- 
ment—it is equally clear President Grant's party 
would dp so. 
It is not merely the printers of Washington who 
object to affiliate with them, but the whole sensible 
North look upon it in the same light; or, if tins is not 
so, why recently did a deputation of neirroes wait 
noon the President, and appeal to him to give them 
Northern situations under tbe government, ana tne 
President's hesitating reply that he would con- 
alder the subject? Why stop to consider if the thing 
was right ana proper r Simply because tne Presi- 
dent knows that it would be an impropriety the 
Northern people could not stand. I do not meart 
that they would go to war about it; but with their 
ballots against him Dow could his party stand t 
Certain parties in tho interest of the government- 
are straining every nerve to show that the opposi- 
tion of the subordinate Union 101 is against tue- 
negro on account of color. While there Is some- 
thing true In that, tlie greater truth is that the ma- 
jority believe, and wisely, judging by circumstances- 
uelore them lu this city, that it will open tlie door to- 
a new class of 4*rats," made so principally by the- 
rapid manner In which Superintendent OIupp will 
desire to propagate them for uae in the government 
ornce. 
Apparently and unmistakably the object of the 
government in attempting to force a negro in among 
the whites and compel association wiin him is buc 
a part of a general design upon the working men of 
the country, not merely of Washington city, but or 
the whole country. And the successful intent of 
Secretary Borio in curtailing the pay of the working 
men in the navy yards, contrary to the desire of 
Congress when the eight Hour law was passed, is 
nothing more nor less than another part of the 
general design to oppress the laboring classes, and 
to whien- the President haa made himself privy by 
the proclamation which ho uttered on the subject. 
To a committee of Navy Yard men wno waited upon 
linn to Know Che exact meaning of his proclamation, 
lie is said to have felicitously answered "that it was 
worded very carelully and meant what It said." 
Well, what did It say? Juat this:—That hereiUter 
ttiore should bo no reduction of their wagea. Hero 
was surely as much if not greaier wiwlom than 
Solomon's. 
"It meant what it said"—in other 
words, It meant nothing. So that the proclamation, 
waa a cheat, since a lurthcr reduction of the wages 
was no louger feared, out a restoration to the pay 
they had received for the ten hours was what tho 
mechanics of tho Navy Yard wanted, and wliut Con- 
gress, on the authority of Senator Wilson aud uthera 
who labored for the measure, designed they should 
have. 
So, thus, in more quarters than one at the present 
moment uro 
tho 
mcclianica of 
the nation 
assailed by the government in what concerns their 
vltul interests. But the mechanics arc not power- 
less. They can easily be made a unit. Tho printers 
or tno United states are not the men to bo imposed 
upon. Tho effort to destroy one union Is a direct 
attack upon them all—involves the interests of all— 
and every one of them win perceive and compre- 
hend the issire. Our craft has during the past led 
an other crafts, and at tho present time enjoys the 
sympathy of every other organization of working- 
men. If the administration persists in its attempts 
to oppress the laborers within its control it can hava 
no other effect than to unite, oft they have never yet 
been united, the entire mass. Why should not the ad- 
ministration take warning in time, and in- thin re- 
spect amend its ways? For it la even now true, and 
I utter no chimerical declaration when I say that 
the mechanics of tho nation are bound together by 
ues of Interest and ailectlon broader And gecurcr 
Ulan any parly lines. 


Hlnco tins letter waa begnn I nad In tha Hrair.D 
an expression that the Douglas* matter would be de- 
cided by the national Typographical Bnion, at th« 
session about to convene In Albany. But none ot us 
here hold that expectation. To do so would ba 
against the practice, now long established, of th» 
Siittonal Typographical Union. It IMS only been tho 
arbiter between disagreeing Unions. H has never 
yet, ior wise reasons, interfered with the Internal 
airnirx of an individual union: so that, without any 
doubt, the matter, if brmirfht before the National 
Union, will be referred back for settlement to tha 
nul)oraum;e Uulcm iinmculiueiy concerned.

actions, made widely apparent throughout the land

The citizens of New \orfc have very generally en 
tertaineu an onmlon that the affairs of tbe Croton 
Aqueduct Board were conducted in the most econ- 
omical, efficient, scientific and serviceable manner 
The result of tlie Mayor's observations thus far has 
led aim £o a ver> different opinion, wmch, ma future 
communication, after tne litigation has beea deter- 
mined, he will present for diicusslon.

THE OFflCEBS AN IRRESPONSIBLE CORPORATION. 
At this time the acting members oi the Croton 
Aqueduct Board are not, in any practical respect, 
city omcers They constitute aaca a peculiar Sinf 
of irresponsible corporation by themselves that th. 
city ought not, in any wise, to be accredited or de 
bited with their acts. 
LEGISLATIVE LBGEEDEHAIN—BOWERS OP THE COR 


PORATIOJ.. 
It is now seven years since the Mayor and. Com 
mon Council have been allowed a voice in selecting 
the heads or this, one of the theoretical department; 
of the city government The legislative history o 
the Croton Aqueduct Board, for nearly ten yearS 
has presented a continuous chronicling by its officers 
of their efforts to continue themselves in office by 
appeals for legislative aid The president of tne 
Board was so notoriously mcompeteut for tne dutie-* 
of his important trust, as rar back as 1S63, that his 
friends were compelled to resort to legislative 
legerdemain in order to deprive

giving the 
Crotoa Board a so&er, Intelligent and execu 
tive head But nnallv, in December, 1S66. his et 
tended term of office ended Mayor Hoffman aud 
your predecessors filled up the new term by the ap 
polntment of a gentleman. The present President 
however, resisted the claims of the new incumbent 
aad claimed that the Mavor ana Common. Connci 
haa lost the Dower to appoint a President of the Cro- 
ton Board, because an aet ol the Legislature, which 
was smuggled through in his interest, had provided 
that vacancies in the Croton department should be 
filled oy the remaining members, ihe resisting 
President did not, however claim, that he had been 
appointed under tuat act, and for tae very obviously 
legal reason that the expiration or a term was not 
an occurrence covered by the intention or the letter 
of the ae£ respecting vacancies. In ihe sprmir of 
1S67 
more legislative legerdemain extended the 
termsofsachof the Croton Board as were 'then in 
office » If that act was constitutional, and embraced 
any officer it embraced tae gentleman who had 
been appointed, by the Mayor and Common Council, 
out who, although not physically in an official chair, 
behind an ofhcial desk, was legally in office {as en- 
titled to it), providing that by nsmsr thenhrase, 
vacancies m office shall be filled bv the remaining 
Commissioners, the appointing power had not beet 
tafcen away from the 'oCal aumonties. 


IS THE PRESIDENT LEGAIX1 IN OFFICE? 
Shortly afterward tne engineer resigned and tae 
extraordinary spectacle was presented o*" tne Presl 
dent, whose tenure was at least donbtrm. joining 
the second Commissioner in selecting a ne'vcn 
glneer 
If tne President v.as not then and is not 
now legally hi office, of course that selection of the 
engineer by the other (one) Commissioner was ille- 
gal.

THE FUTORTANCE OI CO-OPERATION 
Just at rtite period of metropolitan growth it is im 
portaut that the Croton Board should be m full ac 
cord with the other local authorities, and snould dLs 
play executive vigor and ability adequate to v hat 
citi7ent. expect from a board entrusted with great 
power of improvement and ornamcn'- But even if 
the claims of the present incumbents be legally tena

that New Yoik Inland was thirty mlnutea instead of 
twelves miles loner. 
1 ne solution of the proble-a is primarily -vuth the 
Legislature It should DO continually made to un- 
derstand practically tuat this city demands con. 
suintiy increasing railroad iaeilities between down 
town and up town. 


One underground railway has already been iu- 
tlionzed. But there "hould be at least three routes 
from one end of the island to the other—one cenfal 
and underground, and the other two either o\er 
ground or underground, npou each side of the 
inland. Theie should be no preference for any par- 
ticular plan. The plan which boonest promises to

upoa alt these problems of improvement and 
travel facility jast referred to, our city has passed 
through the first and is far advanced into the second 
phase

In like spirit let the citv authorities patiently 'peg 
away" upon this matter of city improvements for 
tiie solution or the two Kreat problems so vital to 
tlie interests of commerce and the citizens7 comfort.

gotiations entered into between the government of 
tins country and the United states, wnich, if they 
lad been, concluded in a saUsiuccury manner, 
would, probably, have led to au inquiry into ail tue 
circumstances connected vriUi tlic VmUuiug or ships 
and supply or war materials by various parties to 
Northern and Southern 
belligerents during the 
American war, nud thereby have given ns an oppor- 
tunity of jexpiaiuing the part we too£ In buildups 
aed delivering the Alabama m this port. 
The Johnson-Clarendon convention having been, 
rejected by the United States, we think the tune has 
come to remove the erroneous miuressiona that, 
nave prevailed on this subject, aa it cannot bs to tue 
advantage of the country that unlounded state- 
ments as to this one transaction should remain un- 
: 


contradicted and ue USQQ adversely to this country, 
.while the larger question of the assistance in naval, 
military and other supplies rendered to tlie "North. 
a» >yeU as the South, during tiie war, should be 
bushed up. 


The allegations made, and so often repeated that . 
many people believe them, are—that we not only ; 
"built, but armed, manned and equipped the Ala- 
bama, to cruise against; the Kortherii States, and 
theielore committed, an illegal a'ct; and that to in- 
duce us to enter into sucn arrangements we were 
paid an extravagant urice for the snip anrt raachm- 
ery. We snail, therefore, proceed to sliow tuat

Alabama was 
entered into by ua in the 
usual

our business, as a mere commercial transaction, and 
at a price moderate for a vessel of her class, tho nrm 
which we now; represent having for upwards of t;iir- 
ty years been in the habit of building; vessels of war 
lor our own government, lor foreign governments 
direct, and for the agents of foreign governments. 
The Alabama was built in our work^, where about 


2,500 men were at that time employed, without auy 
secrecy, and during lier building waa constantly in- 
spected by visitor^ from various parts of the world, 
and by the officers of her Majesty's customs, as 
proved by the following report from Mr. Morgan, 
Surveyor of her Majesty's Customs, Liverpool, dateu 
June 2>r, 1602:—"The officers have at all times tree 
access to the building yarda of the Messrs. Laird at 
Birkeuheud, where ihe said vessel is now lying, and 
there has been no attempt on the par;, of her build- 
era to disguise, "what is most apparent to all, tiiat 
she is intended for a ship of war." 
(Alabama Pa- 
pers, 24th March, 1803.) 
Whea ready siiu wtia 
launched and taKea into our graving dock to have 
lier machinery put on board and be musted and 
Tlggcu. 


On the 12th. of June this warfc was so far advanced 
that the veaecl was taken for a trial trip outside tae 
port, aud all being found satisiuotory waa brougnc.

On the 12th of July, more than a fortnight before 
sue lelt the Mersey, uhe waa moved from our works

They 
Old not do so, although they were Informed on the 
2ist of July by their olllcerB that the ship appeared 
to be ready for sea aud might leave at any hour she 
pleased. 
This appears by the following extract

and dated July 21, lafi'J, a week belore the ship 
left the dock:—"1 slml! feol obliged by the Board 
bein£ pleased to instruct me by telegraph how I am 
to act, as the slilp appears to be ready for sea, and 
may leave at auy hour she pleases." 
It would in fact appear tuac the intention or the 


government to detain Hie snip was based not on the 
character or condition of ttie ship herself, bat be- 
cause a muii named Pasamore aud two others mafle 
attldavita that they were engaged to serve on board 
fcer, although they did not stace that they were en- 
gaged by the builders.

that luese men had been engaged to serve on 
board, the parties so engaging them would have 
been involved iu pecuniary punu.lt.lcs. for payment of 
which tlie ship might nave been detained until the 
penalties were satisuea or good ban given.

It cannot be to tbe 
nterest or tbi3 country to allow public opinion to 
urn on imperfect information, ana as the Johnson- 
JJaremlon treaty has beeu rejected, au inquiry insti- 
tuted by a royal commission, or a committee of the 
luuse of Commons, Into tlie support given to the 
Kortn and South during the war, in reference to 
ships, warlike stores, guns, ammunition, armor 
plates aud the enastmeut or men to serve for either 
of tue belligerents, would tend to place all tue mat- 
ters in dispute clearly before the British Parliament 
and people, and enable them to approach auy further 
negotiations with the United States on4 a more 
saUttiuctury basis tu:iu they Have hitherto done.

THE COCKNEYS ANJ> THE1B OABSIVA1. 


Tnore were some people on tlie bill and stand at 


Epsom yesterday who ventured to assert that tne 
attendance was less than nsnat, ana some others 
who Had survived the perils of the road held that tae 
patrons ot that mode of getting to the Downs were 
falling off year by year. The former opinion I stontly 
combat; to the latter, witn some misgivings, I am 
disposed to give in my adUerence. I don't tbmK I 
ever saw such a crowd gathered onthatereat Surrey 
upload, which is almost as lamoos la the History of 
England as battle tieids of another kind. As to the 
road, I do believe that it is hardly so popular 
as it was In the days of my youth, when people 
turned up their noses at the very idea of the rail - 
There are classes who even yet, when you can be 
landed within five minutes' walE of the race course 
for something like half a dollar, would think it a 
desecration of the Derby day to travel over the iron 
instead of the macadamized high road—the "swells," 
to-wlt, who go down lo the family carriages, or the 
aristocratic drags; ihe young city men who cannot 
refrain irom a coutemnlation ol humanity from the 
fcnife board of aa omaibas, and tue humble ease- 
eiiders m their family coaches, the unassuming 
barrows and truoss drawn by the faithful but stub- 
born "neodies." However taey get over the four- 
teen miles that separate the Downs from London, 
the cockneys will go there outais particular "Wed- 
nesday of May, and folks, who talK of the decline of 
the turf are either totally blind to the signs of the 
times or have never been to Epsom. It is, of coarse,

by the love of sport; for I should fancy that a con- 
siderable percentage have some difficulty in dis- 
tinguishing a horse from a. JacKass. The Londoners 
simply look on tae Derby day as the occasion for an 
annual wild burst of enjoyment, when they may be 
allowed to run completely loose, throw aside con- 
ventional restraints, as a rule get drunk, indulge 
In ail sorts of extravagances, and after spend- 
ing a lot oi money, laying tue seeds of chronic dys- 
iepsia, and, curing immediate headache, once more 
Becoming respectable citizens for another 364 days. 
The British, a French humorist inronn s the world, 
take their pleasures sadly. 
It may be so; but he 


either has not seen tnem on the Derby day or he 
has observed as intelligently as the illustrious Count 
Smorltork. 
Whatever their conduct generally, on ] 


taat particular occasion they lake their pleasure 
like madmen, or, to put the case more mildly, they 
behave like tae warm blood Southerns—or Europe, 
not America—at carnival time. 


THE DERBY AS A NATIONAL EVBNT. 


Though the Londoners care little for the race bnt 


as the excuse for a grand burst of enjoyment, 
nothing could prove more satisfactorily the intense 
love of the Englishman for horseflesh than the inter- 
est taken in this, toe greatest equine strugsie in the 
world. It is that to which all our racing during the 
whole year leads up, ana as the day approaches for 
its decision the excitement K arouses can hardly, 
I should think, be fully appreciated by a foreigner. 
The sporting community, pure and simple. Is a 
comparatively small fraction ox the population; but 
it is wonderful to observe how their spirit pervades 
the entire nation. It is more than twelve months 
since betting commenced on the great event which, 
after one of the most magnificent contests on-record, 
was won yfesterday by Pretender. From that time j 
the interest In the result, as favorite 
alter 


favorite triumphed or was "bowled over" In the 
i 
successive races of minor importance, such as the 
Champagne at Doncaater, the Middle Park Plate and 
Criterion at Newmarket, the City and jsnburban and 
the Great Metropolitan at Bpsorn ana the Biennial and 
Two Thousand at ^evrmaritet. For months past the 
results or these struggles have been eagerly watched 
and commented on Dy the public at large; the won- 
derful market changes they occasioned have been 
everywhere canvassed, and the sums of money 
that" have beeu invested on various candidates 
amount to many hundreds of thousands or ijoarKis. 
People who would be ashamed even to talk of Horse 
racing at other times are caught deep in tbe con- 
sideration of the prophetic articles or me morning 
ana sporting journals; grave parsons, lawyers with 
heads stuircd full of cases, merchants wuo can only 
tear themselves witli an eu'ort Irom their ledgers, 
are not asnamed, as the last week or May ap-

every public house and hotel. In lact, for months 
before the race, the sporting fraternity are set all 
agog with the Derby, ana for weeks prior to the 
great day the general public give the go-by to every 
other topic of interest. 


TIIE UErAKTUKE PKOM TOWN. 
Deep was tne anxiety felt all over London on 
Tuesday night with regard to the wcatlier, which 
was far from reassuring. Bain fell for hours In 
torrents, and many looked forward to an alternoon 
such as those on which Daniel O'Kourke and Maca- 
roni won the race. Epsom is rar from being a pleasant 
place on a wet day, ior ou those uplands It can rain 
with a will, and muslins, and white petticoats, aud 
veils, and ligat dust coats, and summer articles 
generally look far from comroriaole when thoroughly 
soaked and covered with mud. Tue morning was 
not calculated to dispel anxiety; for the cold was 
such aa to give rlae to misgivings that we should ace 
the race lu a terriuc suow storm, as we did when 
Bloouislmry and when Ilcrmtt caught tue judges' 
eye. Nothing daunted, however, the sight-seers 
went ofl' by tueir respective routes in the devll-may- 
cure humor of the Uerby day. and well were tiiey re- 
warded by one or the most nlorious afternoons \yitli 
wuicii we were ever favored on ttie Surrey lillls.

They were indebted for their 
present position to the kindness of Mr. Tod Ileailey, 
•who gave up to them his private stand. The Princess, 
•who, as wen as her husband, looked remarkably wen, 
was dressed in dark materials, the jacket being black 
silk, trimmed with gold. I ought to mention, how- 
ever, that by far the most popular color was blue, 
which was worn in every variety of make-up. Within 
a dozen yards from the royal visitors was seated an- 
other illustrious personage, no less tnan the Nawab 
of Bengal, surrounded with a brilliant suite dressed 
la all the colors of the rainbow and some others. 
Tae two parties did not seem to be acquainted with 
each other, and no communications passed between 
them. The English "blood" disappeared to luncheon 
for an hour beioro tae Derby and rode off immedi- 
ately after it was decided. The Orientals stuck to 
the last and saw the whole proceedings. 


TUB DOINGS IN THE PADDOCK. 
As usual the paddock was crowded long before the 
time tlxed for tne preat race, and the interest of the 
connoisseurs in the cracks was profound. It is un- 
necessary to give any details of the appearance of 
the various candidates; bnt I may state that Mr. 
Merry's Bellaurum, who has all along been the sen-

THE BETTING AT THE FINISH. 
Pretender, the winner of the Two Thousand 
Guineas, maintained his position at the head or the 
quotations to tae very last, and was backed down 
to five to four—a shorter price than 
that 
at which tne notorious Lady Elizabeth start- 
ed last year. 
Pero Gomez, the Middle Park 
Plate 
and Newmarket Biennial 
-winner, 
had 
been temporarily displaced from his position of 
secoad favorite by Belladrum, but ultimately settled 
down at eleven to two. Mr. Herry's horse, second 
iii the Two Thousand, who has seen snch wonderful 
vicissitudes in toe Betting, was stack to by the pub- 
lic with the most unflinching fidelity, and was 
backed by hundreds who believed that ne would re- 
verse his Two Thousand running, prove he could

FROM THE START TO TATTEXHAM CORSES. 
In their preliminary canters Pretender, Pero 
Gomez and Bellacirnm were, naturally enough, the 
observed of ail observers, and or the lot Air. Merry's 
horse was by far the most popular, and was received 
with loua cheers as he went down tne course. At 
twenty minutes past three thev put themselves in 
the hanua oi lir.

FROM TATTEN'HAil CORNER TO THE JUDGE'S BOX, 
The leaders had now reached the famous corner, 
the most dangerous point of the race, and not un- 
rreq.ueutly the cause of horses coining to grief.

scrimmage actually did occur; ior Thorwuldsen 
Hwerved across in front of Duke or Beaufort, who 
neariy came down, and, to avoid a collision, Wells 
was compelled to pull Pero Goaie^ right out of his 
track ana thread his way into the "straight" on tne 
outside. This accident caused a great deal of con- 
fusion; but when matters were again put right it 
was found that Lord Hawthorn had. retired and 
that the leading division waa composed of Tlie 
Drummer, Perry Down and Kupert next the rails, 
Kiug Cophctua, The JSgcan and Pretender in the 
centre and Rysliworcti and Pero Gomcx on the 
right hand or upper ground.

They could not forgive him for beating their 
popular idol, Itellailrum, and it was chiefly the 
Northern lolks—he is trained m the North—that had 
invested 011 him. They were, however, radlaut 
about me victory, and 1 never snail forget the coun- 
tenance of ilr. Stcele, the great bookmaker, wiio 
won aucli a fortuuo over liim for the Two Thousand 
and did so a^aiu, when lie ran out tomcat the horse, 
so overpowered with joy that he could hardly ai,eak 
and looitlug aa >f lie wonlil almost kisa hihi. * The 
public, on tho oihur hand, were tearful over the faic 
of poor lielladrum. who cut such a dreadful figure. 
It is evident now that tins horse, wno wits ouo of 
the lluest two year olds ever known, has turned a 
lifeless "roarer," and that lie will^uoycr lie able to 
"win u race over tuvee-iiuvurters of a milt: of ground. 
Many are already blaming Mr. Merry lor not 
scratching limi and thereby preventing tho public 
investing ou liim, but he has aetc.l ail iiouoraolo 
part throughout, and would liave bean leu timed 
more severely handled hail lie struck tlio horse out 
of tlie nice.

The Recent Revolution ta Havana—Volun- 


teers Demand tbe Head of Pelaez and Ab- 
dication of Dulce—The Regulars an Guard— 
Tbe People Quiet—Fight in Villa Clara— 
ImndiHg of Arms—Arrival of Political Pris- 
oners—-Official Report of Idindtaur at Bay of 
Nipe. 


HAVANA, June 2,1869. 


The past has been a night of excitement, such as 


las been scarce surpassed since the outbreak of the 
insurrection. The volunteers, disappointed In the 
oft-repeated assurances given them that "the tri- 
umph of the Spaaisu canae in Cnba Is inevitable, it 
s imminent, the insurrection is controlled, is con- 
qnerea," and each day more suspicious ol toe au- 
norities, nave broken oat in open, threatening, 
riotous demonstrations, wm'ca like to have resulted 
n the death of the Captain General, followed by 
Heaven only Knows what. While the feeling nas 
been a long time culminating its immediate occa- 
sion 
was the 
recall 
and 
arrival 
here 
of 


General Pelaez, who, as is known to the read- 
ers of the HERALD, has been in command of troops 
operating in the jurisdictions of Cienfuezos, Villa 
nara and vicinity. 
He is of the new 
rfyjlme, 


having come out with Dnlce, and is his firm sup- 
porter. 'While he nas accomplished nothing in the 
field it cannot be said that his failure has been more 
marked ttiaa that of others. It is claimed, however, 
that his antecedents are bad; that while in command 
m San Domingo ne made everything subservient to 
the accumulation of gold, and further, that, in Seep- 
ing with snch antecedents, he nas been recently 
selling sttfto con&uctos to insurgents. The indigna- 
tion against him was very bitter to Cienfnegos, and 
upon his arrival there the volunteers made snch 
threatening demonstrations that he did not laud, 
bat proceeded to Batabano, en route for this city. 
Notice was given of his coming, and on his arrival, 
during the afternoon of Monday, the Slat nit., pre-. 
parations had heen made to receive Mm with a 
mock celebration. He went to the Telegraph Hotel, 
where soon after an excited 
crowd gathered 


with tin horns, pans and other articles where- 
with to make a noise, and a demonstration rival- 
ling pandemonium followed. 
The General, who 


had been forewarned, soon made his escape from the 
hotel and, when the crowd, more flerce each moment, 
made a rush for the hotel ne was far away and in 
safety. Tae proprietor entreated them not to injure 
his establishment, assured them taaD Pelaez waa not 
there aad, throwing open nis doors,itold them that 
tney coaid look for themselves. Soon realizing that 
their prey hail escaped them, with a howl of disap- 
pointment they iiamRdiately proceeded 
to 
the 


palace, on the Plaza de Armas, when they made 
vociferous demands for taeir intended victim, shout- 
ing "Death to Pelaez 1 Death to Dulce 1" and other 
similar crlss. Some twenty of tnem were allowed to 
pass bf-tae guard and penetrated into the palace, 
where they were met by Dulce, indignant, yet power- 
less, who assured them that Pelaez was not there 
and ordered the doors thrown open that they might 
search for themselves. They were finaUy induced 
to retire, and though some excitement continued 
through, the night no further demonstrations were 
made. During tue day yesterday, though quiet was 
on the sanace, nieetiues were held and, as is now 
understood at tne hour of this writing, a demand 
has been made upon General Dulce to turn over tne 
command and embark for Spain. The volunteers 
are m unilorm and in arms over the city. The 
regular troops are on guard at 
the palace. 
The cavalry arc standing to horse in front of the 
plaza and elsewhere in the vicinity, and a body of 
marines are on snore aud prepared to operate IT 
called on, while all necessary preparations to resist 
au outbreak have been made Dy tne war vessels in 
the uarbor. Naturally a thousand rumors are auqat, 
but it is pretty well authenticated that a commission 
wailed upon Dnlce at an early hour this morning 
demanding nis retirement; that ne was given up to 
ten o'clock Ior his answer. 
He has expressed a 
ciesire lor forty-eignt hours in which to telegraph 
to Spam and receive an answer, witti result not 
stated. 
The people are quiet, seemingly enjoying the com- 
motion, but not anticipating anything serious. The 
volunteers scattered about the streets or formed at 
different points are very threatening, swearing to 
have the head of Pelaez and the abdication of Dulce. 
TUe mail steamer from Cadiz is outside with 600 
Vastine volunteers, for whose reception great pre- 
parations have been made, sue is detained'outside 
in oruer that nothing oe added to the existing ex- 
citement. AS the steamer 13 aboutsaiiing 1 am com- 
pelled to close my account. 
Ere the reception, of 
this yon will have been informed or the result.by 
telegraph. The volunteers, though, lierce enough for 
the moment, have not shown themselves persistent, 
aud tlie uru^pect 13 tuafc tae worat ia over. 


Our news from the seat or insurrection indicates 
more activity than was antieipated at this season, 
and that the insurgents are mating good their ex- 
pressed determination to keep the Spaniards actively 
employed tlunugr tiie wuria weatner. in Villa Clara 
a considerable body of patriots are operating. A 
gentleman recently from there reports a flgut be- 
iwen l,20u oi them and a company ol troops on the 
hill of Santa Crnz, thirteen miles from the city, from 
which ouly three or the latter escaped. My informant 
went over the field shortly after the engagement and 
counted twenty-two aeau Spaniards lying there. 
The Diario de la Marina refers to lue light on the 
road from Puerto Padre to Las Tunas, between the 
Insurgents aud a column escorting a convoy to the 
latter place, accounts of winch have appeared in the. 
HEHALD. It places the troops at six Hundred, and 
says they were compelled to return to Puerto Padre, 
brtugtug their wounded, wirti them. Some of the 
latter have arrived in Havana, 


liy tlie coasting steamer Almendares, from Sagna, 


Keuiedioa and other points on the north coast, we 
learn tiiat a party of insurgents had appeared in 
Encrucyadade Sagua aud that a column of troops had 
at once gone out alter them. Tlie steamer brought 
here nineteen political prisoners in custody or the

Detention of the Steamship Tybee. 


The steamer Tybee, wnicn Has been loading wltU 


soal, &c., at pier ifo. 4 North river, nas been lately 
the object of special attention on the part of tne 
numerous soin-i connected witn the Spanish. Consu- 
ate in this port. Kuaiors have been Ireely circu- 
lated as to her being intended to carry from 100 to 
500 men and a large qu'antits ol arms ana ammuni- 
tion to aid the Cubans, and yesterday morning, when 
the captain went to clear at the Custom House, ha 
was quietly informed inat the Spanish consul nad 
entered aprotest against the vessel leaving, asserting 
;na!, she was loaded with arms and ammunition for 
the Cuban rebels. Tne HEEAUJ, winch waa, perhaps, 
better informed than any one on tae subject, sent ^ 
reporter down to collect the facts, and it appears 
that the Tybee, which is a crack little steamer of 
some 800 tons burden, with powerful machinery, 
was abont half loaded with coal ana could accom- 
modate at the utmost loo persons, including tne 
crew; that the provisions on board would , perhaps, 
last to St. Domingo il the ten passengers and thirty 
seamen and officers were not too hungry en route, 
and tnat althongn there were several cases of arms 
on board they would not saaice to equip a fair com- 
pany,

suspicions, as a trade 
has lately sprung up south lot these useful 
articles, every 
vessel 
clearing

sels arrive at. For ;Sew Yors they are as merchant- 
able articles as tea. coffee, Bibles or ram, and soil 
mure so than missionaries.

Tke Mayor's Message 
to 


Council. 


Mayor Hall yesterday delivered the cus- 


tomary annual address to the Common Council 
of this city. Although he starts off with the 
modest acknowledgment that the importance 
of these communications has been almost 
destroyed by the "intelligent industry of the 
pubjic press," the Mayor, in the document now 
before us, has furnished a budget of fresh 
information of vital interest to all classes of 
our citizens, and afforded evidence that in the 
person of his Honor they have a wise, prudent 
and energetic Chief Magistrate. 


A. most important branch of tho message is 


very properly devoted to the consideration of 
tax levies—a matter in which every taxpayer 
and property holder has an absorbing interest. 
He takes the ground that the city government 
is not at all responsible for the city and tax 
budgets of the year. The Mayor and other 
city officers had prepared upon their local 
responsibility and properly presented to the 
Legislature tax levies they considered just; 
but they were rejected, and the task of con- 
cocting them assumed by the opponents of the 
local administration. 
Therefore they must 


now accept the entire responsibility of the 
result. These tax levies and the reckless 
partisan influences brought against the city 
authorities 
by "rural legislators" suggest 


themselves for discussion, but the Mayor dis- 
misses them for a more opportune period.' 
The amount of/taxes to be raised for city 
purposes amounts to only $4,153,000; for 
county purposes, $1,302,498; total, $5,455,498. 
This is, of course, exclusive of the sums ex- 
pended by the various State commissions 
which are scattered throughout the city, and 
which have all their disbursements—amount- 
ing to several millions—adjusted and settled. 
here without invoking legislative aid. His 
Honor here passes a word upon, the injustice of 
their discrimination, which is imposed upon no 
other municipality except New York, and gives 
evidence that all the virtue does not rest in 
these Albany commissions, by stating that 
within a fortnight one of these State commis- 
sioners has been morally convicted of taking a 
bribe. The sinking fund for the redemption 
of the local debt is in a highly satisfactory 
condition, nearly five millions having been 
added to it during the past two years. The 
assessed valuation of the real and personal 
estate in tbe city for the current year will be 
about one thousand million dollars, an in- 
crease of nearly ninety millions over 1S68, 
which will be mostly levied upon property 
situated in the upper part of the city. Last 
year the percentage was 2.69 ; this year about 
1.96—a reduction which the Citizens' Associa- 
tion lays claim to. The Mayor refers to the 
annual report of the Comptroller for answers 
to every practical question concerning city 
finances that may be put, and avers that a few 
more years of such prudent administration of 
the revenues must discharge tae entire out- 
standing indebtedness of the city. It is men- 
tioned as a satisfactory evidence of the city's 
credit that a recent loan was taken at two per 
cent premium. 


In regard to the important matter of mar- 


kets the Mayor recommends the sale of the 
Gouverneur and Franklin markets and the sur- 
rounding of Washington, Fulton and Clinton, 
markets with sectional iron frameworks. Our 
citizens will be glad to learn that the Fish- 
mongers' Association are about to mate some 
improvements in their line of business in the 
neighborhood of Fulton Haricot. Attention is 
invited to the interesting report of General 
"Viele in regard to the city markets. 


In relation to the wharves and piers the 


Mayor thinks some of them should be rebuilt 
and others extended to the prescribed limits. 
A proposition to increase the rates of wharf- 
age waa defeated by a conjoined lobby of 
pecuniarily interested persons and political 
harbor masters. 


The Mayor recommends that claims against

The Nicolson pavement 
has not been found reliable except in side 
streets. The Stowe pavement (wooden) and 
the Fisk concrete pavement are commended— 
the former having been tried with success in 
San Francisco and tho latter in Paris and 
other Continental cities. 


The miserable quality of street light is re- 


ferred to, with a recommendation that the city 
become independent of the gas companies by 
adopting other modes of obtaining light. An 
interesting experiment in regard to artificial 
light is mentioned as having occurred in the 
Tirilcriea in the presence of the French Km- 
poror. 


The Mayor thinks the streets could be kept

It is the general im- 
pression that the bill will be thrown out on the

h The Slanaara (tory) aamlts that the peril of the 
proposed action Is too obvious to be ignored even by 
the least thoughtful or conscientous of tUe heredi- 
tary legislators, but says that the Lords have resolved. 
In compliance with the urgent demands from tens and 
Jmndreds of thousands in every part of the country, 
to risk all in a contest with the Imperious Minister 
and an overbearing majority in the Commons. 
Should they be crushed In the struggle, not only 
WU1 the Church and the constitution fall with them, 
*nt the liberties of England will be sacrificed to the 
ascendancy of that democratic principle which is 
the most dangerous foe to personal political freedom. 
It matters not whether those who approved regret 
the decision to give battle. There is nothing left 
tor them to do but tal.e taetr places in 
the ranlcs and fight for all they hold dearest, with 
tbe fall certainty that everything is at stake. Let 
the whole Protestant conservative power of the 
realm be exerted to give the House of Lords such 
support by public opinion as to restrain the struggle 
•within the limits of the constitution and mase the 
eelf-willed, overbearing Minister, who at heart has 
always been an enemy of the Lords, and Utely la 
exasperated at his unexpected defeat, feel tnat there 
&io limits which he dare not transgress.

nls organs have threatened that what has transpired 
deserves Impeachment, and it is necessary that he 
be made to feel that he dare not execute a threat 
which would not only be dealt at the Lords but at 
the wealthy and resolute influential classes of Eng- 
land and Ireland, which form an actual majority in 
the English nation.

Distrust Attorney Piemmant remarked tuat that 
was a rather strong statement. 
Mr, Da Costa said tne District Attorney neither 
opposed nor assented to the motion to bond, bu 
Stood by with folded arms. Under all the aspects or 
She case he would ask the Court to exercise its discre 
tion and bond the vessel. 
Jooee Blatcbford said he saw nothing In the pa 
ners affirmatively showing that Alban M. Jephson 
the reputed owner of the vessel, was a British sub- 
ject. He was merely mentioned as "of London.'1 It 
ought to be affirmatively shown that ne was not an 
American citizen. 
Mr. Da Costa said the -«glster of the vessel—which 
was in the hands of the Court—could not have been 
Issued had not Mr. Jepaste been a British subject- 
Judge Blstchford said that was not sufficient evi- 
dence. 
Mr. Da Costa saia that he conld easily and would 
gnpply the defect in the papers. 
District Attorney Plerrepofat said the government 
tod simply saia that if the Collector of the Port and 
the District Attorney, on consultation, thought fit, no 
obstacle would be interposed by the government to 
the release or tne vessel. These oflicials, after inves 
tigatlng the facts in their possession, advised the re- 
lease ot the vessel unless other facts appeared; fet. 
In the meantime, before an order reached this cit 
to let the vessel depart, other tacts cam* to his (Dia 
trlot Attorney Pierrepont's) official notice, and h 
tad the vessel libelled. He had received no direc- 
tions from the government, nor any intimations from 
any Spanish official In relation to resisting the bond 
Ing or the vessel.
